N ‘the 1ft of this Month the Duke of 
Vendome being return’d from the Pur- 
fuit of the Detachment of Imperial Horfe 
commanded by Gen. Vifconti,order'd the — 
Count d’Eftain on the 2d to poft himfelf 
with a Detachment of Horfe and Foot between No- 
yare and Mortare, to cover the Milaneze againft the 
Excurfions of the Garrifon of Verceil. On the 7th the 
D. of Vendome broke up from Alexandria with his 
Army, and the fame day march’d to Afti the: chief 
Town of the County of that Name, out of which the 
D. of Savoy withdrew 2 Batrallions rhe day before, 
leaving fome of his Militia in it. The D. of Vendome _ 
immediately fent a Trumpet to f{ummon the Town 
tofurrender, and within a little time the Bifhop ac- 
companied by fome of the chief of the Inhabitants 
brought him the Keys, and defird him w rake the 
Town into his Protection,to which he confented,only 
commanding the Militia to leaye all their Arms in a» 
Magazine,and to retire to their own Honfes, affuring 
them he would do’them no Injury: But threatning at 
the fame time to treat fuch Peafants with the utmoft — 
Rigour who fhould be found in Arms againft the 
King’s Forces. Then he entred the Place with his _ 
Troops, which obferve exact Diftipline ‘as well in” 
the Town as the Territories dependant on it.

yoth inft. the-D.of, Vendome with his Army left Afti, 
and with 6 Pieces of Cannon advanc’d towards this | 
Town, making his"Troops keep perfect Difcipfine. 
But yet, the Peafants appearing in Arms, in contempt _ 
of the Menaces he had caus’d'to be 
wounding fome-of his Men, he order’d 5 or 6 Houfes 
to be burnt to tefrifie them more effectually by fuch _ 
an Example. Being come before this Place, which is 
but 4 Leagues from Turin, ‘the Inhabitants open’d 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Dec.7- 
"From the Camp at Caftelnuovo,Nov.21. The D. of 
Vendome being. arriv’d. on the at Villeneuve 
@Afti, was inform’d that about Riva 3 Leagues from 
Turin there was a Regiment of the Duke of Savoy’s 
Dragoons ; Whereupon hé pnt himfelf ac the Head of 
3000 Foot and goo Horfe, march’d in the Night, and _ 
before day arriv’d at Riva, which was guarded by , 
1ooDragoons ; he order’d his Grenadiers to attack ir, 
and they poffefs’d themfelves of ir: Bur the Regiment 
of Dragoons lying on the further fide of Riva, took _ 
‘the Alarm, and favour’d by the Night efcap’d ; They 
were purfued to Quiers, and 20 of them were Kill'd | 
and 10 made Prifoners,with no more lofs of theKiog’s 
Soldiers than 3 wounded. The Fottifications of Ville- 
neuve being run to ruin, the D. of Vendome exacted 
fome Contributions of the Inhabitants, and quitted it 
on the 14th ro come hither. _ In his March, a certain 
number of Peéafants of the D. of Savoy’s Militia ad- . 
vane'd under covet of'a thick Fog and gave fire upon — 
the Van guard, but the King’s Huffars fell in among 
them {o briskly, that they put them to the Rout after 
killing above 60 of them.) The 16th’ ‘the Peafants 


by 50 Men, wha being fupported by 2 Companies of 
Grenadiers and 50 Dragoons put the Enemy to flighr, | 
with lofs, the Peafants being deferted by the Regular 
Soldiers, Yefterday the Enemy advanc'd in Battalia 


to take in a Village near this Place, the D: of Ven- 
dome march’d to meet them, and’caus'd them to be 


~attack’d by the Count de Chamillart who led the Re-, 


giments of Medoc and Breffe: He broke and routed 
them, killing above 150 and wounding a greater 
Number, with the lofs of but 7 or 8 Soldiers kill’d or 
wounded ; The Majors of the faid 2 Regiments were 
wounded likewife, the Marq. de Val de Fuentes had 
his Horfe kill'd and his Hat thet through. The Pea- 
fants frequently come and Skirmith with us, bur 
quickly make off to the Mountains: they have all 
abandon’d their Houfes in thefe Parts,notwithftanding 
the Promifes and Threats of the D.of Vendome,being 
compell’d by the D. of Savoy totake Arms, who has 
forbid them to pay Contributions on pain of having 
their Houfes burnt ; fo that thefe People are lyable 
to have their Houfes burnt by their own Prince,or by 
the Enemy he has willfully drawn upon himfelf. In 
the Villages that are abandon’d the Soldiers find much 
Booty, with great Plenty of Corn, Wine, and For- 
rage. The D. of Vendome has caus’d Pafferan and 
Montafia, in the Mountains near the Po, to be forti- 
fied, to cover the Montferat, and has garrifon’d ‘them 


with 4 Battallions and 6 Pieces of Cannon. We have 


Advice, that Gen. Vifconti in his retreat towards Tuf- 
cany,found the Paffages of the Magra about Sarzane 
guarded by the Marq. de Langalerie with a Detach- 


ment of the Army on the Secchia; which oblig’d 


him to turn back again, to endeavour to get into Pie- 
mont; On which Advice the D. of Vendome de-

paffage: The Margq.de Bouligneux,who was detach’d 
to poft himfelf in their way, arriv’d a few hours too 
late, which was his own fault, for it feems inftead of 
marching directly to meet them, he mis-{pent time in 
difpofing his Troops to furround them.

Geneva, Nov. 27. The Marthal de Theffe fince he 
entred Chamberi, fummon’d Anneci to furrender ; 
which the Magiftrates of thar Town at firft refus’d, 
whereupon the Marfhal march’d thither a few. days 


ago with fome Troops and Artillery, but at his ‘ap-. 


roach the Magiftrates fent out Deputies to prefenc 
the Keys of theGates ; So that at prefent he has 
only Thounon and Montmeillan to take to be Mafter 
of all Savoy.

cordingly fente6oo Men to Bonnevilte, to fecure fome 
Defiles to facilitate his March ; But of a fudden he 
is march’d back to Chamberi, on Advice that the 
Marg.de Sales is advanc’d to Aiguebelle with a Body 
of 7 or 8000 Men,with intent to pafs the Tefene and 
cut him off from Chamberi, by intrenching himfelf 
between Aix and Anneci. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Dec. 18. 
Geneva, Dec. 4. The Marthal de Theffe, in his re- 
treat to Chamberi,withdrew the Garrifons he had put 
into la Roche and. Anneci,left they fhould have fallen 
into the Hands of the Savoyards: And he is im impa- 
tient Expectation of the Reinforcement of Horfe and 
Foot he is promis’d from France, without which he 
cannot well keep his footing in Savoy. The Marquefs 
de Sales is at Aiguebelle ;he has chang'd the Garrifon 
of Montmeillan, haying drawn out the Swifs thar 
were in it, and pnt in Piemontois in their room.
